That is as to w hether those of Grade 10 and up woul care 
to spend half their time learning the rudiments of the building 
trades, hairdressing, etc., and the other half in the customary 
academic subjects. 

Parents are also being “quizzed” in connection with the pro 
posal, to ascertain their ideas on the matter. And if they are 
in favor, as to what trade courses should be set up. 

This local step is another indication of the-growing concern 


as to whether general schooling should include the liberal arts 
only or should embrace the vocational needs as well 


COUNTY COLLEGES 
T FINDS a similar reflection in Gréat Britain, where. the 
experience of the war years has culminated in a new educa 
tional scheme which is of timely interest here 
That is, the establishment of county colleges designed to 
neet the needs of 1,500,000 boys and girls between the ages of 
15_and_18_years. 

Primarily it is. intended to help those youngsters who have 
to leave school at 15 to work, in order to supplement meagre 
family incomes. 

And under the Education Act passed in 1944, 
education authority must establish such a system for 
and girls under 18 who are not in- full-time jobs, 

It will be fitted into their employment schedule by making 
attendance college for one whole day or two half-days each 
week for’ 44 weeks per year
